The Kansas Eepnblican League has 


issued an address denying the falsehoods 
put out by designing .demagogues to the 
discredit ot that state.

state of Connecticut. 


Official reports from sixty counties o 


the state show that during tbelast three 
months there was a net reduction in the 
mortgage indebtedness of those counties 
of one and a half million dollars. Assam 
ing that there was,a proportionate rodno 
tion in the remaining tonrty-six counties 
the total diminution of the mortgage 
debt of the state would approximate 
82,250,000, and this was daring the Bum- 
mer, before the fanners began to realize 
on this year's crop. Onr wheat crop this 
yenr of 55,000,000 bnehele, at current 
prices, is worth 844,000,000. One fourth 
of this IB ample lor home use, leaving 
333,000,000 to add to onr investments, o 
to pay our debts.

Adulterations m Food. 


Many states have stringent laws against 
food adulteration, but they fail to check 
the evil. It is on the increase. The last 
report ot the Dairy Commissioner of 
New Jersey shows that 43.66 per cent , or 
nearly half, of all the food preparations 
submitted to him for examination were 
adulterated, 
Sometimes the adultera- 


tions were harmless and in these cases 
the purchaser would be only swindled, 
but in many instances rank poisons were 
found in articles of every day consump- 
tion, A large percentage ot canned vege- 
tables, such as peas and string beans, 
were found to contain copperas, nsed to 
give a green color, and a number of bak- 
ing powders hart been "doctored" with 
ammonia to give an artificial leavening 
strength and to permit of their carrying 
more waste matter. In these oases there 
is not only fraud but danger to the pub- 
lic health. * * *— N. Y. Tribune.

A Year's Business. 


There are 811,380 shares of stock of 


the Wabaeb Railway property and 867, 
713 were represented at the annual busi- 
ness meeting held at St. Louis this week. 
All of the old directors were re-elected. 


The tonnage statistics give 6,236,064 


tons hauled during the year, as against 
6,832,858 in the year ending June 30, 
1890, a dooreasa of 596,294 tons. Tons 
hauled one mile, 2,209,179,055, against 
1,430,197,332, a decrease of 221,018,277 
tons. The rate per ton per mile, ,733, 
against .647 in 1890, shows an increase ol 
.086 per ton per mils, and the profit per 
ton per mile, in consequence of the 
diminished volume of business, was but 
.170, as against .63 in 1890. 


The passenger trcffio shows 3,416,076 


passengers earned, sgainst 8,115,604 in 
1890, an increase of 300,472 in the total 
number carried. The earnings in this 
department of traffic, including mails 
and express, are (4,019,772.85, against 
8,940,335.62 in 1890, while the operating 
expenses have been reduced from $2,819,- 
228.99 in 1890 to $2,761,893.2(5 in 1891 
making a net gain for the present fiscal 
year of 8136,752.96. 


Sugar Industry of Kansas. 


Dr. C. A. Orampton, of Washington 


D. 0, chief chemist of the Intaraal Bev- 
enne Korean, accompanied by Mr. G. E. 
Fletcher, of New Hampshire, Everett B, 
Horton, of Maine, H. E. Brighton, of 
Iowa, and J. Q. Thacker, of Nebraska, 
special revenue inspectors, bus estab- 
lished in Fort Scott, ESQ., a United 
States chemical laboratory, nooupying 
apartments in the government building, 
at whiob all thB sugar manufactured m 
Kansas, Missouri and Nebraska will be 
tested from samples furnished by the 
local inspector. The laboratory is now 
supplied 
with 
all 
the 
lutest and 


moat approved apparatus known to sci- 
ence, and each sample will be thoroughly 
and completely tested. The first sugar 
factory to send in n sample was the one 
at Medicine Lodge, Kansas, which was 
tested this week and found to contain 
fully 90 per cent, sucrose. This sample 
represented a run of 9,000 pounds, upon 
which the factory is entitled to collect 
the 2 cent bounty. The factory at Fort 
Soott will begin to make sugar next week. 
The cane tested so far gives promise of 
an abundant harvest, the yield in sugar 
being greater than ever.

A NOVB1J EXPERIMENT. 


Keeping- a Moving Army in Commuica- 


tlon witb tho OutBlcle World. 


PAHIS, Sept. 10.—An interesting tele- 


araphio experiment has bocn success- 
fully made in connection with the ma- 
neuvers of the French army in the 
eastern frontier. M. Willton, inspector 
of posts, nod telegraphs, recently pre- 
sented to M. DeSolves, director-general 
of ports, a large wagon ol his own in- 
vention. The wngon Is lightly but 
strongly constructed, 
and is fully 


equipped with the electrical and me- 
chanical oppllances'of different systems 
of telegraphy. M. DeSclvcs ordered 
this traveling office to accompany 
the army In ita march, and directed 
the telegraph 
employes along the 


route to contribute 
In every way 


possible to tho success of tho proposed 
experiment. The wagon moved with 
the supply and ammunition trains im- 
mediately behind the rear-guard of tho 
army. By the employment of mounted 
military linemen and the use of novel 
and Ingenious .mechanical devices in 
stringing wire from the nearest tele- 
graph station to tho wagon, the rear 
guard of the marching troops was kept 
In constant touch with the outside 
world. The correspondent of tho Paris 
press and the foreign newspaper men, 
accompanying the army, speak enthu- 
siastically of a service which made it 
possible for them to communicate with 
the papers direct from the scene of 
the army.
